He looked up in n 
frightened way at the super- 
intendent, Mr, L. Robhins, 
hut was reassured immedi- 
ately. 

And reassurance was what 
this victim of a hrokeu home 
badly needed. Since he het>an 
treatment at the Graylanda 
Day Hospital he feels wanted 
cincc mere, and i , on the way 
lo recovery-. 

Another nuin was uain^ an 
oxy-weldiog torch with his 
mechanical hands. 

A factory Accident in Eng- 
land had cost him his hands, 
but he had readjusted himself 
to this situation, had travel- 
led, had even bought himscll 
a car. 

Then someone stole that 
car and rjrosi: ir into a river. 
The shock was too much. 

Today, after treatment at 
Graylands Day Hospital, he 
is once more adjusted to life, 
has earned the money to have 
hit car mended, and ij ready 
to leave the Day Hospital. 

At Graylands there are 
patients frnm all walks of life 
— schoolteachers, bank man- 
agers, university graduates, 
engineers, businessmen, htitise- 
svives, stenographers, laborers. 

A university graduate was

The Day Hospital is an en- 
tirely self-contained unit to 
treat patients for the entire 
day. 

It is not an adjunct to an 
Jn-Hmpital. The patient re- 
mains in the community, at- 
tending the hospital each day 
for treatment — as others go 
to school or work- and return- 
ing home at night. 

Patients must uflcr volun- 
tarily tu attend the hospital, 
and are entitled to refuse any 
part of the treatment. 

Already 500 patients have 
passed through the hospital 
and now there arc plans tn 
enlarue ihe premises, increase 



the psychiatric and nursing 
stalls, and rater fm more 
country patients. 

"Graylands is a place where 
dependency needs arc reduced 
gradually," said Matron Eve- 
lyn Lee Steerc, who has been 
matron at the hospital since 
its inception. 

The first self-contained Day 
Hospital in Australia. Gray- 
lands was opened in April, 
195'J. 

The average daily attend- 
ance now is about 70. 

Male aild female patients 
are almost equal in numbers, 
and their ages range from 17 
to 70. 

The treatment places heavi- 
ng ccnl on group activities. 
The hour from 9.30 a.m. 



to 10.30 a.m. is devoted to 
folk dancing, outdoor sports, 
and gardening. 

Then lill luucbtime al 
I -'..IC p.m. (here are general 
activities such as chess. Moral 
art, group singings pnnery. 
dressmaking, and handicrafts. 

Thrre an- group discussions 
till 3 p.m., then lea, and gen- 
eral activities, again until 4.15 
p.m., when the patients go 
home. 

I Group discussions are con- 
sidered one or the most re- 
warding branches of mental 
therapy, as i his is felt rn he 
good preparation for social re- 
habilitation.) 

When I left Gniylands, a 
discharged patient walked 
along the road with me. 



She had just relumed from 
a holiday trip to Sydney, and 
had missed ihe Day Hospital 
so jTiuch that within :i lew days 
of her return she was hack 
again working in the carpentry 
annexe. 

Ifitppif exomple 

"They gave me a good wcl- 
rnmc, loo," she said. "My hand 
can still feel the handshakes." 

And she was a good example 
of the need lite Day Huspilal 
is lilling in the life of a com- 
munity which can count one 
in ten needing psychiatric 
ireaimrni at any one moment 
— and perhaps three in ten 
over a course of six months.

oflteer retired recently-— after 
winning three wartime dernr- 
ations for valor — he discov- 
ered he was not qualified to 
attend a Royal garden party.

Al- 
though he could be invited to 
receive three decorations from 
his Sovereign, the hero did 
not nut an invitation to 
strawberries tnd cream. 

Staid Britons objected when

Officials delieatrly pointed 
out that an American couple 
werr not bouod by Churrh of 
Fatglaod tenets on divorce.

two ago no Guurt function 
was complete without Princess 
Marie Louise.

Queen Victoria's grand- 
daughter was a dignified figure 
of the old regime. 

Yet her marriage had been 
dissolved. 

Queen Mary was one of the 
strictest of Royal ladies, yet 
she stoutly befriended Prin- 
cess Mane, a young cousin 
who fell in love with a mar- 
ried footman and, in fact, had 
a baby by him. 

Princess Marie subsequently 
married a notorious French 
count, who made tiff with bet 
dowry. After repeated infideli- 
ties, she later divorred him. 
Yet Queen Mary still gave her 
every moral support. 

The girl who once loved a 
footmao made a second more 
propitious marriage. One of 
the younger members of her 
Ltmily is the genial Prince 
BernJlai'i of the Netherlands. 

Old Queen Victoria wa_s nut 
above ordering -a divorce when 
marriages among her innumer- 
able German relatives some- 
times went astray.

Special insulation materia] 
was installed to keep lire van 
warm and lo absorb the 
moisture which they knew 
would condense while they 
slept with windows sealed 
against chilly nights.

TF you're one of the people 
who are inclined to worry 
about the hard life horses 
seem to lead in TV Westerns 
— relax. TV horses are ihe 
pampered members of the cast 
and indeed live 50 per cent, 
longer than any other horses 
in the United States. 

This astounding fact comes 
from an offircr of the Ameri- 
can Humane Association, 
which apparently matches 
Australia's R S.P.C.A. 

"Acting in Westerns may 
look terribly hazardous for 
horses," the officer said. "But 
actually it is about die easiest 
life a horse could have. 

"Horses in other businesses 
and even family pets don't 
have as much chance' to live 
long, because generally there 
are fewer hazards on TV. 

"Racehorses drop dead 
from heart attacks, bteak legs, 
and have to be shot, and are 



carted around the country in 
trains, millers, and even on 
aeroplane* from track to 
track. 

"Television lioiscj who 
specialise, in Western series in 
Hollywood usually live chase 
to their work. They arc re- 
quited to run very litde. even 
though it may seem longer on 
rh,- screen. No television horse 
has ever had a heart attack, 
and lew are ever injured. 

"Horses are paid the going 
rale of 35 dollar}, (about 
1A17/10A) a day for TV 
work. And an oHkeT of the 
American Humane Society is 
on locadon at all times seeing 
that they have the best oats 
and hay to eat, and plenty of 
water. 

"Any funny stuff bke trip- 
ping horses with wires or 
otherwise mistreating them 
would mean that the producer 
of the series would end up in 
court." 

If you keep a horse in the 
bathroom or the backyard, 
that £17/10/- a day and all 
found sounds very attractive. 
Last year 14,000 horses were 
signed up lur movies and TV 
series.

For both the gardener planning a new 
gardpn and for those with a garden already 
established we give these suggestions for 
planting within the next few months; 

Lobelias', being dwarf plants, are suited to 
borders and rockeries. 

Matlnolas, whirh are dwarf 
stocks, should be sown In 
massed beds or in wide strips 
along the borders, as they 
do not transplant. 

Another favorite blue border 
plain is torenia. It is becoming moir popular 
each year and is well worth u place. 

-Mote that lobelia (pictured here], 
nigcllas, linarias, brachyrnmcs, dimurpho- 
thecas, rhodanthes, mathiolas, and Shirley 
poppies should be sown direct where they 
are lo spend their lives. If too many germin- 
ate, thin them out, 

Shirley poppies will flower in 
about ten weeks iT sown now and 
left undisturbed. 

Although rakta is usually seen in 
large masses, it is effective as a 
background to other plants or inter- 
spersed in borders with plants of 
similar height and growih. 

Verbena is one of the haidiesr bed- 
ding plants and the hrillianrc of its 
uilnr is rarely surpassed. It flowers 
for many months, and if looked after 
will but two to three years. 

Alyssum, or Sweet Alice, is not 
new, but in recent years it has gained 
considerably in popularity lot edg- 
ing anil boner work.

R;il,elais ^liows two well-blended strains in 
his work, "tie comes from his lonviction 
that all men desire to knnw; tbr other flows 
from his own personal cont-icrinn that 
"!aui*hter is the exsenre ol mankind." 

Of all the writers we shall meet, he is the 
one most in love svith life His lauchtcr is 
so free arid healthy that only the prudish 
will be offended by -his coarseness or his 
dcliidi! in the eternal comedy of the human 
bods Read any good modern translation. 

• VOLTAIRE (1694 — 177S): "Can- 
dide." 

JLS dramatist, poet, liistorian, talrreller, 
wit, anil i-nrrespoiideiil, Voltaire 
achieved a remarkable reputation. He left 
behind him over M.frlH) letters and !0OO 
boflks arid pamphlets. 

Ffi.s Ixst known work is "Candide," which 
iva. partly iiiipired by rhe dev.iir.irinp LLsiinn 
earthquake of I'iH. As philosophy, "Can- 
dide" is niiher shallow, but as lijrhtnuii: nar- 
rative, ll.ishifuj with wit, as a pidjett but 
funny uidictment of human weakness and 
folly, it has nnt been surpassed. 



This book ailticipaled run- of the forms 
later fiction was to take — that of the 
developmental novel, traCtQg the education 
of a youiie man. We have already seen this 
form extended and deepened in " The Magic 
Mourir.iiti," and WC "ill meei ii ayain in:

And ill tile ease 
of his masterpiece, "The Red and the 
Black,* die tiile refers to forces which have 
no meaning to u> — the Red standing for 
the uniform of Napoleon's soldiers, the

The hero. JuUeti Sorpl. wears the black 
because in bis day a poor youth svith his 
special talents could advance himself only 
through Ihe tllmrrh: whereas julien's heart 
In ; ,■'1 to Napoleon's era, which lie thought 
much more ghuioiu ihan bis imtl. 

i'lti-nhelcsa, Stendhal's novels anticipate 
nianv of the things we are used to in our 
modem novel. Fur instance, ''The Red and 
the Black" was the first classit expression of 
what has ben railed the "Young Man From 
the Provinces" theme, olten repeated today. 
Also II heads a lung line of novels whose 
Subject is the diKsatislaclion of [be h'-roini- 
with an empty society. 

"The Red and the Black" is a fascinanng 
love story which is far more "adult than any 
we met in the Vicrorian novelists. Ant! while 
I'-.ulitiH it ynu will find that you are actu- 
ally living inside the passionately inten.Hr, 
complex minds o| a lew imaginan. people 
who <, umr- more real to us than our own 
neighbors.
